THE MOTIVATION OF AN ASSASSIN

The murder of President John F. 

Kennedy by a doctrinaire, self-con- 
fessed Marxist — three years exposed 
to communism tn Ruisia — proves 
beyond doubt the power of words os 
weapons. 

Unfortunately, the picture of Lee 
Harvey Oswald that is be groin g to 
emerge in some quarters docs not 
fully match the firsthand impression* 

I gleaned just a few weeks before the 
President’s murder. INCA members 
in various ltntes and the TRUTH 
network in Latin America arc en- 
titled to the facts that we have, both 
from Oswald’* own lips and from my

Odisncr stressed these 
INCA accomplishments: One hundred twenty-sis cooperating radio station* 
broadcasting TRUTH TAPES in 16 nations; five hundred twenty-ax 
TRUTH TAPES in distribution; the Conference for Unity of the Americas’ 
bright promise os a means of unifying the efforts of free men and organi- 
zations against communist tyranny; the TRUTH TAPES FOR TEACHING 
program in English which has already proved so successful in educating

analysis of the man. 

I met him at 5:30 on a hot Fridny 
afternoon in the studio* of WDSU 
radio tn New Orleans. 

I wa» there to participate in a 
panel debate which lud lawn 
arranged by Latin American affairs 
reporter Bill Stuckey. Moderating 
the program wo* WDSU newsman 
Bill Slattcr, and presenting the Cuban 
viewpoint wus exile leader Carlas 
Bnnguler. 

It is worthwhile to consider why 1 
was there in the first place. The 
answer is. because you, the members 
and friendi of INCA, made it pos- 
sible. INCA has spent nearly three 
years, not merely studying, but fight- 
ing communist propaganda at the 
grass roots level in 16 countries. We 
know from research and experience 
whit works, what won’t We could 
predict — because we knew the Red 
line, — what Oswald would say on 
most topics. Wc knew what to ask 
and what to avoid. Within a day we 
had a briefcase full of facts and 
j’gures of tlie Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee, a* well os the entire story 
of Oswald’s defection with authentic 
quota, because I knew whom to con- 
tact In addition we hud our own 
library and clipping file, and a com- 
petent staff to back me up and secure 
substantiating data. 

We had the facilities to male tl*e 
long-distance calls, tape recorder* and 
a headquarters to listen for hours to 
earlier testimony that Oswald had 
toped for Stuckey, until I knew his

every strong point and weak spot. 

And mast important, we had free- 
dom to act as private citizens to de- 
prive Oswald of the mass support he 
was seeking. Technically he had then 
commmitted no crime, to no official 
could touch him. Free societies can't 
permit a Federal Thought Control 
Agency to censor, suppress or dispute 
anyone's views, so officials couldn't 
even meet him on the propaganda 
battlefield. But because there was a 
private .professional organization 
here in New Orleans Oswald was 
[decisively beaten on the battleground 
.he had picked — mass media. 
r Discredited, Oswald dropped out 
pf sight, and left New Orleans before 
he did too much damage here. For 
toils rout every INCA member and 
friend can take a fair share of credit. 
Moreover the model we have created 
can be copied throughout the hemi- 
sphere. 
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Some members have conjectured 
1 that an INCA branch office in Dallas 
could have professionally neutralized 
Oswald there and perhaps saved the 
[President's life. No one can be sure 
of course. Bur an INCA branch 
ceuid certainly have helped expose 
him to public view and mode it more 
difficult to commit a hidden crime. 
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ASSASSIN'S PROFILE 

Oswald's hand was clammy os 1 
shook it, and he had an air nf arro- 
gance and suppressed tension. Before 
the debate his face was tight, sar- 
castic, on guard, yet with no super- 
fluous motions. When I mentioned 
that a merchant was “progressive" in 
his business. Oswald looked around 
quickly in the midst of another con- 
versation at the first syllable of the 
word 'progressive*. Then when he 
understood the content of the state- 
ment — that it was being applied to 
capitalism — his glance changed into 
a smirk of disgust. 

He seemed particularly antagonistic 
toward me. Other onlookers noticed 
it and mentioned it before 1 had the 
opportunity to ask. Later, at home, I 
took the precaution of toping all of 
the TV comenlaries about the inter- 
view. 
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FOOL OH FANATIC? 

Was Oswald insane? He appeared 
to be not only sane but an extremely 
articulate and clever proponent of Use 
communist-lining cause of the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee, which he 
represented as local Secretary. 1 can 
judge, not merely from our debate, 
but from a previous analysts of a 30 
minute tape recorded interview with 
reporter Bill Stuckey, which is as yet 
unpublished. Oswald was a profi- 
cient propagandist He used propa- 
ganda methods like subject parallel- 
log, target narrowing and expansion, 
and other technical tricks of the pro- 



pagandist's trade. Moreover he was 
thoroughly familiar with the party 
line, and gave an excellent account 
of himself when asked the standard 
questions in the first interview. He 
did much worse in the debate 
against a planned, unorthodox attack. 
An attack which was aimed, not at 
tire communist line he was tiytng to 
sell, but at the seller himself. Com- 
munists and their sympathizers con 
seldom withstand such on approach, 
which prevents them from abusing 
the freedom of the press by turning 
it Into a propaganda platform. But 
Oswald tried. 

Of course a good cose can be made 
for the fact that communist propa- 
ganda had converted Oswald into a 
conditioned social schizophrenic just 
like Lenin, Hitler, Stalin and Castro. 
He undoubtedly saw the real world 
through eyes distorted by unreal 
images of class or race warfare. But 
the point is, tliat such deliberately 
induced criminal insanity is tba clear- 
cut responsibility of the official hate- 
propaganda of communist regimes. 
The communist line draws a dead 
bead on every institution and leader 
of the Free World Through a 
sophisticated propaganda network it 
dumps a mountain of hate into the 
receptive minds of mankind. 

It is hard for some Americans to 
understand how a young boy of 15, 
reading a pro-communist pamphlet 
about the Rosenberg traitors, can be 
converted as Oswald was— over a 
period of nine years under the grad- 
ual, but merciless assault of words as 
weapons — into a political assassin. 

Yet we must understand it, or 
President Kennedy’s death will have 
been In vain. The motivation for 
Oswalds acts are to be found in 
these quotes be gave to a U.P.I. 
correspondent in Moscow In 1959. 
Regarding his first reading of Marx's 
Dos Kapital, he said, "It war like a 
very religious man opening the Bible 
for the first time." Then he started 
to "study Marxist economic theories." 
he told the reporters on his trip to 
Russia. "I could sec the impoverish- 
ment of the masses before my own 
eyes in my own mother. I thought 
the worker's life could be better. I 
found some Marxist books on dusty 
(helves in the New Orleans library 
and continued to indoctrinate myself 
for five yean." 

THE "COMMUNIST QUESTION' 

A second question which has 
bothered Americans is whether or not 
Oswald the admitted Marxist, was 
subject to Leninist discipline. 

Professor Anthony J. Bo u scare n 
says in his book. "A guide to Anti- 
communist Action": 

"There is no doubt that the com- 
munist network bolds on attraction 
for adventurous spirits who thrive on 
the conspiratorial atmosphere within 
the party, the secret meetings, the re- 



sort to aliases, the paraphernalia of 
illegality and opposition to consti- 
tuted authority. Those who tend tn 
rebel against tradition and conven- 
tion. Bohemians and nonconformists 
of all kinds — are naturally attracted 
to the communist movement By its 
repudiation of so-called capitalist 
ethics and moral standards, the party 
provides a welcome philosophical 
sanction for the lunatic fringe. 

“The party is a vehicle for anyone 
with an axe to grind, for anyone who 
has become embittered. Second-rate 
artists, lawyers without clients, doc- 
tors without patients, writers without 
outlets, underpaid teachers with in- 
feriority complexes — all these are 
soothed by the thought that it is all 
the fault of the capitalist system. 
They find, in the party, an instru- 
ment to vent their spleen against the 
imagined source of injury, as well as 
a receptive audience." 

But in spite of the fact that 
“Officers found letters in Lee Harvey 
Oswald's roam written to Jiira on 
letterheads of the Communist Party 
of America, the party newspaper, the 
Worker, and the Fnir Play for Cube 
Committee . . ." (Washington Post, 
Thursday. November 28, 1963. Pg. 
A-4) no formal links with party dis- 
cipline have yet been found. 

The distinction is a hurt! one for 
average Americans to comprehend. 
The party uses three kinds of parti- 
cipants in its work. 

1 — The disciplined party member 
who acts like a social soldier under 
orders. 

2— The indoctrinated communist 
sympathizer whose contributions 
come in the form of money and/or 
work for the party on a volunteer 
basis. 

3 — The dupe, or useful fool, who 
works and/or donates to communist 
causes without realizing their full im- 
pact 

Oswald seems to have fitted into 
the second category. He was filled 
with the standard brand of communist 
hate. And that hate — conveyed 
always by words from communists to 
their sympathizers — finally moved the 
mind, that actuated the trigger, that 
killed the President of the United 
States. The links of guilt are visible 
and obvious. 

THE MENTAL BLOCK 

Yet many Americans hesitate to 
believe that communism caused the 
death of the President of the United 
States. This is os understandable as 
It is dangerous. 

It is understandable because the 
average American con imagine no 
appropriate penalty for the murder of 
the President other than nuclear war; 
which however would kill millions of 
our own people, os well as millions of 
communist slaves. Since no one wants

U. S. high schoolers; the generous comments of so many recognized officials 
and experts; the expanding membership; the top notch production center 
with production and security facilities; TRUTH FORUM and other ad- 
vances in our fight for freedom in tlse Americas. 

But as President Dr. Ochsner pointed out, the continuation and pro- 
gress of INCA depends fust and foremost on the support of its present 
members and friends. The personal subscription program is the bulwark of 
that support. 

Dr. Ochsner made the point that INCA is a unique organization, in that 
It has two distinct types of financial outlay: 

First, the organizational expense far mailings, meetings and publications 
which every service group lias— this is covered by dues from members. 

Second, the recurring production expense for TRUTH TAPES and 
other educational research operations — this is covered by monthly subscrip- 
tions from members, friends, corporations, foundations. 

INCA needs both kinds of support if it is to “mass produce" TRUTH 
TAPES during 1984, and meet its other committments to the cause 
of Liberty Under Law in the Americas, 

The demand for TRUTH TAPES from Lotin America has been pheno- 
menal. and scores of warm requests for Increased distribution have been 
received from our cooperating stations in Latin America. Until now we 
have had no systematic way of informing members, friends, and cooperat- 
ing organizations of the country by country need, and the requests for 
assistance from our fellow fighters for freedom to the south.

With this nr evtyw ipxue of INCA Victory — an official monthly publica- 
tion — a milestone has been passed, and the scope and efforts of INCA will 
be chronicled henceforth, as they occur. Beginning in January 1964 a 
special Department on Inter-American Affairs will help INCA members 
and friends to gauge tho effectiveness of the INCA effort in each nation. 

No organization cun be properly run unless the management has an 
idea of the minimum “accounts receivable", it can expect each month, in 
order to budget purchases, trips, salaries and the other disbursements that 
are required. Speaking to INCA members personally Dr. Ochsner said, “I 
urge you to be os generous as possible . . . remembering that a small sacri- 
like now can help prevent a total loss later." 

The Awards Reception will bring 1963 to a close with a well deserved 
spark of glory for those who have done so much during INCA's first phases. 
But the light we've generated thus far could diminish to a mere glimmer 
in the gloom, unless we use It to guide the forces of freedom into the 
future. 

That does require sacrifice— of time, of money — but as Dt. Ochsner 
also noted . . . "those who have seen communism in action are deeply 
convinced that INCA methods can stop the Reds. They remember that 
communist leaders from Lenin to Castro have always been private citizens, 
working where governments cannot reach effectively."

TRUTH FORUM RATES PRAISE 



The monthly TRUTH FORUM 
meetings for the INCA general mem- 
bership begin on October 8th with 
■id address spotlighting Guatemala by 
the Krv. Chester Cadwalladcr. a 
Spanish speaking American mission- 
ary with 10 yean experience hi that 
nation. This was followed on Novem- 
ber 19th by an address spotlighting 
Argentina by Cuban exile lawyer 
Carlos Hringuier. who is married to 
the daughter of an Argentinian diplo- 
mat and fought communist penetra- 
tion in the universities. 

The INCA members and press 
have responded enthusiastically to 
the TRUTH FORUM concept. 
TRUTH FORUM gives average pri- 
vate citizens who really know Latin 
America a chance to describe what 
everyday life is like, to the members 
and guests as well as the public 
through the news media,” said R 
Kirk Moyer. INCA Vice President 
for TRUTH FORUM. 

Highlights of the TRUTH FORUM 
are personal anecdotes by the 
speakers who have lived through 
communist operations. 

Reverend Cidwalladei recalled on 
incident that occurred as he was 
driving through a Guatemalan town 
with hi* father "Communist students 
raising funds for a special trip to 
Cuba throw a spiked plank across the 
road to front of the car and de- 
manded a five dollar contribution," 
he said. “1 tnld that didn't sound 
like a contribution to me. They said 
I could drive across the spikes if I 
Uked." By die time the minister had 



returned with a policeman, all the 
air had been let out of bis tires, 
j Bringuier, who said that “Had there 
been an INCA five or six years ago, 
Ihero would not be a communist 
jcolimy colled Cuha today." He de- 
scribed the technique of “Corrillos" 
which "Involves two Communists 
storting a street comer debate, com- 
mon in Argentina, similar to the Hyde 
Park soapbox debates in London. One 
will defend capitalism and the other 
Co mmun is m . When a large enough 
crowd congregates, the one defending 
democracy will concede that the pro- 
communist speaker is right. Usually, 
one or two 'pilots’ in the nudicn • 
will side with the pro-communist 
speaker os well." 

“The (.omtnnniits need trouble,” 
said Bringuier. "so they manufacture 
it with agmts who specialize as Iqrn - 
flkt jqan igeri'. The trouble is then 
twisted around by propaganda to 
make the communists appear to be 
defending the Latinos against 'Yan- 
qui Vampires’. 

Bringuier said "INCA is selling 
liberation all over Latin America. If 
the United States wins the propa- 
ganda war against the communists, 
there will be no need to fight the 
'other war’," he said. 

"The next TRUTH FORUM meet- 
ing will be held in January," said R. 
Kirk Moyer, Vice-President of the 
TRUTH FORUM, who praised the 
work of committee Chairman Rev. J. 
D. Grey, attendence. Beniamin C. 
Tnlcdano, education; and Richard G. 
Drown, Jr., publicity.

Communist 
Discrimination Bared 

INCA production manager Manuel 
Cii was recently m Miami where he 
interviewed numerous Cuban Refu- 
gees. 

Hu reestablished important con 
tacts with several anti -communis 
organizations. 

A representative of the “Committee 
to Abolish Discrimination Against the 
Negro in Cuba" told Gil that 500 
000 Negroes' passports were torn up 
some by Castro himself fn order to 
prevent Negroes from fleeing the 
Island “paradise” "The communists 
were afraid of the adverse publicity 
that a Negro exodus would have 
among the Negro population in the 
United States" an Informed source 
said.

Therefore in order to maintain our 
self respect and also continue our 
pursuit of world peace we roust: 

1 — Admit to ourselves that com- 
munist hate-propaganda killed the 
President of the United States by 
motivating the man that puller! the 
trigger. 

2 — Admit to ourselves that nuclear 
warfare is not the most appropriate 
response because it might not reach 
the minority of communist binaries 
(who are the real culprits) before 
biting millions of innocent people.
